* producing latch-up in said multi-region planar thyristor through a write row address line of a memory integrated circuit" requires further 
search and/or consideration. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's argument stating "The thyristor, 
however, is not the memory device," is not persuasive because the disclosure and claims are all drawn toward the thyristor storing 
information so that a memory device is formed. Since the thyristor stores the information in the memory device, the simplest "memory" 
portion of the device is the thyristor. Thus, the claim limitation "incorporating said multi-region planar thyristor in a memory device," can 
be interpreted as an intended use recitation. Therefore, the applicant's arguments are not persuasive, and the rejection is final . 
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
